of the German imperial party, who are 
to visit King Edward and Queen Alexan- 
dra, was unable to cross the harbor bar 
here on the early tide uud did not reach 
the jetty until ;! hours after the, »ppoint- 
cd line, this afternoon. 


Royal Ship Had to Anchor. 


The llohen/ollcrn with the escorting 


fleet anchored last night off SSi-lscn. Bill 
not having been able to enter Sandown 
Buy, Isle of Wight, according to program. 
The German emperor's faith in the heal- 
ing qualities of the climate of the Isle 
of Wight must have received 
a- rude 


shock, as owing to the thick fog, even 
the precise position of the imperial yacht 
was not known until nearly noon, when 
it was discovered that she had felt her 
•way through the gloom to-thc Xob light- 
ship and had anchored there pending.a 
sufficient lifting of the pall to enable 
the imperial party to land at Great Brit- 
ain's premier dock yard. As it was then 
too late to catch the tide and enter the 
harbor, the reception party ashore await- 
ed patiently until the Hohenzollern suc- 
ceeded in finding her way into Ports- 
mouth and making fast to the naval jet- 
ty used ns a lauding place for important 
personages. 


Found Craft in Dark. 


The Prince of Wales, however, who had 


been delegated by King Edward to per-

Kaiser Springs a Surprise. 


The British channel fleet under the 


command of Admiral Lord Charles Beres- 
. ford, and numbering nearly fifty war- 


Khips, dressed from stem to stern, salut- 
ed the German emperor as the Hohen- 
zollern passed up the narrow waters of 
Bpithcad, and land batteries joining in 
the welcome. Owing to the delay caused 
by the fog the hour of the arrival of the 
liohenx.olleni at the jetty was miscalcu- 
lated. The announcement had been made 
Unit she would not get there until i:45 
p. m., but she steamed into the harbor 
earlier, with the result that all of the of- 
ficials and the guards of honor, who had 
been patiently waitinug throughout the 
morning for her arrival, had gone to 
lunch when .she finally appeared through 
tho fog. The emperor apparently enjoy- 
ed tho 'surprise he bad sprung on the

and

scramble to get back to the jetty in time 
to take part in the welcome. 


After inspecting the guards of honor, 


the German emperor and empress and 
their suites, accompanied by the Prince 
of Wales and his suite, left Portsmouth 
by train for Windsor at 2:.'K> p. in., amid 
the fire of a royal snlute from the astern- 
bled warships and the garrison batteries. 


Greetings all Around. 


Tho imperial party reached Windsor 


at 5 o'clock and were wunuly greeted by 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra. The 
two monarchs and their wives cordially 
embraced and then went to Windsor 
Castle. The visitors had left the fog be- 
hind them and as thoifc entered the an- 
cient town, the weather wa» bright and 
everything tended 
to extend a joyful 


greeting to the travelers, Tho railroad 
italipn -was profusely dccor".*-cd and trie 
half mile route to the castle wns bright 
with 
bunting of many colors, 
while 


above the castle entrance flew an im- 
mense German imperial flag.

The whole town turned out in honor of

The pro- 
cession from the station to the castle

BROUGHT TO A WHITE HEAT 


There appears to be too much politics 


in tlic affairs of the state association of 
teachers wJiie.h closed its sessions fit Mil- 
waukee on Saturday, according to the- 
statements made by Superintendent Bur- 
ton K. Nelson of t'his city this morning. 
Mr. Xelson has attended meetings of 
that kind in otner states previous to his 
coming to itacine and has followed the 
work of the Wisconsin association with 
considerable interest since he assumed 
hia duties- here. When he was asked 
his opinion regarding the work of the 
last meeting by n Jour.ial representative 
this morning, he stated that the one fact 
which impressed him the most was the 
intensity with which the political elid of 
the association is worked. 


Up to White Heat. 


He stated that the political work in 


the association begins several months 
before the convention and just before the 
meeting and until it closes it is at a 
white heat. He did not believe in that 
kind of work-. In speaking of the press 
of the city of Milwaukee he said that nil 
of the paperf. appeared with great head- 
lines over articles touching on the elec- 
tion of the officers of the association and 
only incidentally mentioned the program 
•which, was being carried out at the ses- 
sions of the association. 
He statedJthalT 


the program wns one of the best and 
proved .to be highly beneficial to the 
teachers of the state who attended the 
sessions to the number of nearly 5.000. 
The political portion of the convention 
appeared to be the most important part, 
according to the- attitude of the papers, 
when it should be of the least impor- 
tance in un association of that kind. 


Association as a Tool. 


Mr. Xelson stated also that another 


fact which greatly impressed him was 
that the association was used as a tool 
to bring Superintendent Pearse of Mil- 
waukee into every contest as u loser. 
Mr. Pearse, he said, was one of the hard- 
est workers in the association and was 
a hard .lighter. At the last meeting of 
the association he sought to create a re- 
form in the manner of the nomination 
of officers of the association, and the 
measure wa,s laid over until this year. 
The raeaeure provided for the naming of 
three delegates to meet and make the 
nominations. At this session the meas- 
ure wns killed, being laid on the table. 
Mr. Xelson -stated that'the press of Mil- 
waukee went far out of its way to in- 
terpret the action of the association on 
this measure to discredit, the standing 
of the superintendent of that city. 


Racine Well Represented. 


Mr. Xelson states that Racine was bet- 


ter represented at the meeting than any 
other city outside of Milwaukee. There 
were enrolled from this city 180 teachers, 
twenty more than are employed in the 
city schools. Thin increase is due to .the 
fact that teachers in the county schools 
registered as from Racine. In all of the 
sessions the local teachers took the most 
active interest and Mr. Nelson believes 
that they were all greatly benefited by 
their attendance at the meetings.

TIMBER FAMINE IS COMING. 


Supply Cannot Last Over Twenty Years 


' is Pincbot's Declaration. 


•WASHINGTON", Xov. 5.—"Iu twenty 
years the timber supply in th« United 
States on government reserves and. pri- 
vate holdings, at the present rate of cut- 
Umr will-he-exhausted, although-it 11- 
possible that the growth of that period 
might extend to the arrival of the fam- 
ine" another five years." 


This announcement was made yester- 


day by Gifford Pinchot, the government 
forester, who has just returned .from an 
innpeotion tour of 10,000 miles. 


In sounding his warning Jlr. Pinchot 


urged that thc danger of the situation 
should not be underestimated. He said 
that the United States uses more timber 
per capita than any other country and 
that every man, woman and child would 
be affected. Ue decried the policy of dis- 
counting the future of tho country by 
failure to protect the natural resources 
and he advised every one who has not 
already done so to read President Roose- 
velt's "speech at Memphis on this general 
subject.
